Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . Claims 1 -6 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present invention is allowable over prior art described in patent No. 

6,347,001 to Arnold et al. The present invention is allowable because the prior art does 
not specifically teach or fairly disclose free-space communication apparatus comprising: 
a first light-emitting source for emitting a first transmission optical beam having a 
plane of polarization in a predetermined direction, the first transmission optical beam 
being modulated according to a primary signal containing communication information; 
and 

a second light-emitting source for emitting a second transmission optical beam 
having a plane of polarization perpendicular to the plane of polarization of the first 
transmission optical beam, the second transmission optical beam being modulated 
according to an auxiliary signal for angle detection. 

This patentable distinction is included in independent claim 1.
